Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants' claimed invention is allowable over Ishii et al in view of Narihisa et al and 
further in view of Turner et al. The instant claims require a concentration of the aromatic 
compound B in the reaction system of 3.0 percent by weight or less," "a molar ratio of the 
catalytic nitrogen-containing cyclic compound A to the aromatic compound B in the reaction 
system of 0.01 or more," "an oxygen concentration in an offgas of 1% to 8% with the oxygen to 
be fed to the reaction system being an oxygen-containing gas containing oxygen in an amount of 
10% to 50%," and "a pressure of oxygen to be fed to the reaction system being 0.1 MPa to 4 
MPa" are not obvious to one of skill in the art due to the unexpected results achieved by the 
present invention. The oxidation of the aromatic compound according to the present invention 
results in higher space-time yield compared with the closest prior art, which translate to higher 
yield of aromatic carboxylic acid. See Example 1 and Table 1 in applicant's remarks filed on 
August 27, 2008.
